Here ends the illuſtrious lit of antient, or, as they are tiled, Claſſic | 
authors, for whom mankind are indebted to Greece and Rome, thoſe two - 
great theatres of human glory ; but it will ever be regretted, that a ſmall ©: 


part only of their writings have come to our hands, This was owing to 
the barbarous policy of thoſe fierce illiterate pagans, who, in the fifth 


century, ſubverted the Roman empire, and in which praQtices they were 


joined ſoon after by the Saracens or followers of Mahomet, 

alone had eſcaped the ravages of the Barbarians ; and to the few literati 
who ſheltered themſelves within xs walls, is chiefly owing the preſervation 
of thoſe valuable remains of antiquity. To learning, civility, and refine- 
ment, ſucceeded a worſe than Gothic ignorance—the ſuperſtition and 


buffoonry of the church of Rome ; Europe therefore produces few names 


worthy of record during the ſpace of a thouſand years ; a period which 2 


hiſtorians, with great propriety, denominate the dark or Gothic 


ages. 
The invention of printing coatributed to the revival of learning in thz 


ſixteenth century, from which memorable zra a race of men have ſprun; 
up in a new foil, France, Germany, and Britain; who, if they do not 
exceed, at leaſt equal the greateſt genius's of antiquity, Of theſe our
